finally disposing of 
the street railway men's agreement 
and other business that has been 
standing over, 

As the matter came up in the course 
of the discussion on the agreement, 
Mayor Henry explained, that know- 
ing it was a contentious subject, coun- 
ceil had met informally in the morn- 
ing in order to discuss the agreement 
more fully than time wouid permit at 
night. Some slight alteratfons were 
made, which were embodied In the 
draft agreement now before them. 

The draft agreement as submitted, 
was passed, although council were not 
unanimous, It {is based very much 
upon the old agreement, and containa 
practically all the conditions under 
which operation has been carried on 
before and as asked for by the men, 
with the exception that there is no in- 
crease in the rate of wages and the 
clause against the operation of one- 
man cars is eliminated, thus giving the 
city the option of using them if deem- 
ed fit. One man working a one-man 
car will be paid 40 cents per hour, 
The men are to be paid time and one- 
half for all holidays. The agreement 
is made with “Loci! Division No. 669 
of the Amalgamated Association of 
Street and Electric Railway Hiuploy- 
ees of Anierica,”” bat Clause 18 pro» 
vides that the conditions shall apply 
to all the employees. of the street rall- 
way, whether they are members of 
the association or not. 

Ald, Picard registered his protest 
against the agreement on the ground 
gf it being made with the Union, He 
said that he wanted to be fair to the 
men, but added that they were like a 
child who asked for something, but 
could not state why he wanted it. In 
the same way the child got mad if he 
could not get it. 

Ald, MacDonald said his objection 
was because the agreement did not 
cover all the employees. Although a 
clause provided for this, he very much 
doubted whether it would stand In law, 
because they were not the actual 
parties to the agreement. It also 
loked as if there was a possibility of 
the men being forced into the Union.

MAYOR HENRY IN CALGARY 


Edmonton, like Calgary, is grap- 
pling with the difficult problem of col- 
iecting back taxes, says the Calgary 
Herald ,of Monday last, and May ».r 
Henry, who was in town today, stated 
that a tax sale was inevitable in the 
provincial capital. Arrangements ar 
already @ractically complete for selling 
a certain amount of Edmonton. pro- 
perty for unpaid taxes, although the 
mount to be recovered in this way 
curing the present year is relatively 
small, When the property of mem- 
ters of the overseas forces and militia 
1eserve and any others that may be 
protected by moratorium is excluded, 
Mayor Henry said, the amount to de 
collected by process of tax sale would 
rot exceed $250,000, This represents 
the unprotected balance of 1913 taxes 
which have not been hypothe 
and when collected would be ava 
tor general civic purposes. 

Back taxes for 1914 and 1915 have 
heen hypothecated to a firm of United 
ates bankers as security for a loan of 
000,000, which is to be repaid in a 
lump sum in 1918, The Calgary loan 
secured on back taxes is to be repail 
Ly instalments, ef which the first falls 
due on December 1. Edmonton pro- 
perty on which the 1914 and 1915 taxes 
lave not been paid cannot be sold un- 
til 1918, but if the taxes are not paid 
by then it must be sold to pay off the 
loan for which the taxes have been 
lbypothecated.
